Only about ten men who are able to work 
are being aided by the town at present, these 
xing men who were in general too old to 
secure work in the mills. Six Andover men 
have recently been added to the state mos 
quito control work, after Dr. Daly had got in 
touch with the local representatives. The 
suspension of the Emergency committee has 
meant very little difference to the welfare 
account. Two local men who have been work-

United States Is Third 
in Production of Gold 


One-half the gold produced in the 
World is mined In South Africa—some 
quarter billion dollars’ worth annual 
ly. Another 20 per cent is mined in 
colonies of Great Britain, chiefly Can 
ada, The United States is in third 
place, says an exchange, The mines 
are principally in a range of hills near 
Johannesburg in an area 85 miles long 
and two to five miles wide. Here ts 
found the “reef” which means what ft 
does on the seashore—a layer of rock 
2 to 8 feet wide hidden tn the hills. 

Geologists expluin that ages ago a 
great lake existed into which washed 
gold-benring sediment finally solidify- 
ing Into a gray rock with white spots. 
Around the spots the gold settled and 
It all became a reef or rock layer, 
Then in some upheaval the lake was 
lifted into hills and the layer of gold 
rock was tipped until in the heart of 
the hills it lies at an angle of 80 to 40 
degrees, buried a mile deep in places, 
outcropping here and there and nobody 
knows how far it extends beyond the 
present explored area, 

Fifty years ago it was discovered on 
a farm and since then Johannesburg 
has grown to its present importance 
as South Africa’s principal city and 
the largest on the continent except 
Cairo—with some 200,000 white and 
300,000 native population, 


Vocabulary of 850 Words 
May Give World Language 


The 1,500 languages and dialects of 
mankind are such serious barriers to 
world understanding that lingual ex- 
perts of many nations hope to find a 
remedy. 

A director of the Orthological Instl- 
tute of Cambridge is of opinion that 
a means of world communication has 
been found. This language js nothing 
more than simplified English. A vocab- 
ulary of 850 words, with perhaps an- 
other 150 of a more scientific and tech- 
nical character, has been chosen to do 
the work of more than 20,000. It ts 
possible to write all these on a sheet 
of note paper. They can also be put 
on a gramaphone record without 
crowding! 

When we remember that millions of 
people make themselves understood In 
all their daily affairs by the use of 
still fewer words, this number ceases 
to appear insufficient, For instance, 
hundreds of English verbs are super- 
fluous In ordinary speech, and after 
long and painstaking tests only eight- 
een have been retained in the New 
world language, which ts called Basic 
English.—Tit-Bits Magazine. 


Pointer Popular Hunter

upland bird hunting. While {t does not 
possess the lovable disposition of the 
setter, it certainly matches strides 
with it when It comes to ferreting 
out birds and obeying its master’s 
wishes when afield.

ness some real trials, says a writer in

Actually, the prisoner Is protected 
by a set of safeguards many of which 
were devised under the theory that 
King James I is around the corner, 
ready to destroy our lives and liber- 
ties. The figure of justice ought to 
be represented not by a woman, blind- 
folded and holding a sword, but as a 
doddering crone, blind, deaf and fool- 
ish, and armed with a pop-squirt.

Subway Canals of Hamburg 
Are Without Ventilation

German city of Hamburg courses what 
Is probably the strangest system of 
urban transportation built by man. 
It is a subway of canals, stretching 
H00 miles—an Intricate network of 
navigable streams comparable in some 
respects to the underground railroad 
Systems of New York, London and oth 
er metropolitan centers, 

The “Venice” bullt beneath Ham- 
burg serves an important means of 
communication, although the canal | 
System Is hampered by lack of venti- 
lation, which in turn renders the use 
of gasoline motor boats impractical 
because of poisonous gases. Most of 
the many boats in use on the canals 
are punted from one point to another. 

The canal system was finished near- 
ly 100 years ago. In some places 
workmen wear masks as a precaution 


against collected gases, and sightseers 
are clad in monk-like garb to protect 
their clothing against moisture.—Phil

Our Lady of Lourdes Is 


in Southwestern France 

Lourdes is a town of southwestern 
France in the department of Hautes- 
Pyrenees, at the foot of the Pyrenees, 
It Is divided into an old and new 
town, The old quarter ts united with 
the new town by a bridge that ts con- 
tinued In an esplanade lending to the 
basilica, the church of the Rosary 
and the Grotto, with Its spring of 
healing water, 

The origin of the Lourdes {s un- 
certain, Its fame Is associated with 
this grotto where the Virgin Mary 
is believed, in the Roman Catholie 
world, to have revealed herself re 
peatedly to a pensant girl named 
Bernadette Sourbirous {n 1858, A 
Statue of the Virgin stands on a rock 
projecting above the grotto, the walls 
of which are covered with crutches 
and other votive offerings. The spot, 
which is resorted to by multitudes of 
pilgrims from all quarters of the 
world, is marked by a basilica built 
above the grotto, and consecrated In 
1876, Since the visions of Bernadette 
Sourbirous, their authentication by a 
commission of Inquiry appointed by 
the bishop of Tarbes, and the nuthor- 
ization by the pope of the cult of Our 
Lady of Lourdes, the quarter on the 
left bank of the Gave has sprung up 
and It Is estimated that 600,000 pll- 
grims annually visit the town, Sev- 
eral religious communities have been 
named after Our Lady of Lourdes, 


Bats Eat Many Insects 

Even if it didn't have the Alamo, 
San Antonio would be famous as the 
only city in the world with a municipal 
bat roost, notes a writer in the De- 
troit News. Since It towers 78 feet 
in the air, and has to be cleaned oe- 
casionally, life isn’t all cakes and ale 
for the bat boy. The only reason bats 
are officially welcomed to this pro- 
eressive ‘Texas municipality Is that 
they rid the summer alr of mosquitoes 
and night-flying insects.

Foster, Song Writer, Born 


at Lawrenceville, Pa. 
Stephen C. Foster, beloved American 


| song writer, was born in 1826 at Law 


renceville, near Pittsburgh, Pa, and 
received instruction in vocal and in 
strumental music at an early age. 


Most of his southern ballads were in- 
spired by trips to Bardstown, Ky., and 
visits to Cincinnati, where he gained 
knowledge of negroes. It was a visit 
to Bardstown that inspired “My Old 
Kentucky Home.” Several of his songs 
were composed before he was twenty 
years of age. His “Old Folks at 
Home” was published in 1850, About 
one-fourth of his 164 songs, of which 
he wrote both words and music, were 
pathetic negro melodies, which he did 
much to develop. After 1860 he lived 
in New York. He died June 13, 1864, 
at the Bellevue hospital at the age of 
thirty-eight. He was practically pen 
niless at the time of his death. He 
was married and had one daughter, 
Mrs. Marian Foster Welch, and one 
brother, Morrison. Among his most 
famous songs are “Old Black Joe,” 
“Nelly Was a Lady,” “Massa’s in the 
Cold, Cold Ground,” “Suwanee River” 
and “Come Where My Love Lies 
Dreaming.”

Saffran in turn is the English spelling | 


of the Arabic word “zafaran.” 

The orange-yellow stigmas were 
dried and used in medicines of early 
times. They ulso were used in cook- 
ing, and still today the Persians and 
Spaniards mix them with their rice. 
In Greece and Rome, saffran was. used 
as a perfume. It also was employed 
extensively as a yellow dye and still 
Is today In certain sections of the Old 
world. Commercial plantings of crocus 
for the manufacture of saffran are 
still to be found in Persia, Spain, 
France and Sicily. 

To us crocus is one of the loveliest 
of all spring-flowering plants, al- 
though there are fall-flowering 
crocuses in existence, Soon after the 
snowdrops have put in thelr appear- 
ance come the crocuses with their 
large showy blooms in white, yellow, 
purple, and stripes of lilac and purple 
on a white ground. Crocus must be 
grown in a sunny place. Otherwise 
the blooms do not open up fully.— 
New York Herald Tribune.

Manco Capac, First Inca 
Chief of Quichua Tribe 


The word Inca in the Quichua 
tongue means chief. The first Inca 
was Manco Capac, the leader of the 
Quichua tribe, when, at some date 
unknown, they took possession of 
the country of Peru. The Incas 
claimed to be the children of the 
sun, and were the high priests of 
the national religion—which was the 
worship of the sun—and received di 
vine honors. In a strict sense the 
name Inea was confined to the mon 
arch who was the direct descendant 
of Manco Capac, In a larger sense, 
the Ineas included the whole ruling 
and sacerdotal class of ancient Peru, 
who were very wealthy and held in 


great veneration by the lower ranks 
of the people. There are many per- 
sons In Peru who claim descent from 
this South American blood royal. 

Under the Ineas the country 
very prosperous, and the arts and 
sciences were cultivated. The peo- 
ple wove and spun, they worked 
mines, built bridges and houses and 
temples of adobe and stone, made 
sterile tracts of land fertile by a 
good system of irrigation, under- 
stood astronomy, and possessed 
quite a remarkable traditional liter- 
ature, 

The habits of the ruling class, 
though they were possessed of great 
wealth, were simple and innocent, 
They were a kindly, truthful race 
and fell an easy prey to the treach- 
erous and rapacious Spanish adven- 
turers, After the conquest of the coun- 
try by the Spaniards and the destruc- 
tion of their rulers, the Quichuas re- 
trograded, forgetting the knowledge 
they had once possessed, and losing 
their skill in the arts,

World’s Coldest Room Is 
Used to Preserve Food 


The Cambridge low temperature 
research station Is one of the prin- 
cipal organizations of the govern- 


ment's food investigation department. 
One of its greatest problems, says Tit- 
Bits Magazine, is the preservation of 
Australian beef, which, unlike Argen- 
tine beef, cannot be transported to 
this country in a merely chilled state 
owing to the greater distance, 

Though the research station is a cen- 
trally-heated building in Cambridge, 
it contuins a room compared with 
which an Eskimo’s snow igloo is a 
sun parlor! A hundred degrees of 
frost is the lowest to which the mer- 
cury has so far been allowed to drop, 
and cold of this intensity is sometimes 
found at the poles, but nowhere else. 

The scientists who work in these 
miniature polar regions must clothe 
themselves like Arctic explorers, for 
the walls and roof are encrusted with 
glistening frost, and long crystal 
icicles hang like stalactites in a cav- 
ern. About ten minutes at a time is 
the limit of endurance. 

However, the solution of one of the 
world’s greatest problems—how to 
keep food fresh, palatable, and 
tritive while being transported 
one side of the globe to the 
is well worth the hardship.

Ancient Spartan Lawgiver 
According to tradition, Lycurgus 
was the author of the laws and in- 
stitutions of ancient Sparta and lived 
during the Ninth century B, GC. In 


order to study the laws of other na- 
tious. he traveled to Crete, Ionia, 
Egypt and perhaps also to Spain, 
Libya and India, On his return he 


remodeled the old constitution and es 
tablished a new social order, which 
gave the people a yoice in public af 
fairs and led to the development of 
Sparta into a great military state, Hle 
is given credit for Sparta’s strict mill- 
tary organization and training, her 
system of education and for the sys 
tem of subordinating the individual to 


the state Some give him eredit also 
for the foundation of the apolla or 
citizen assembly; the prohibition of 
gold and silver currency ; and the par- 
tition of the land into equal lots The 
story goes that when this new constl- 
tution was completed, Lycurgus exact- 
ed a promise from his countrymen not

Right of Way Law 


Many motorists are still ignorant of the 
“right of way” law, but even this lack of 
information is no excuse for accidents at in- 
tersections, William H. Rogers, Chief of 
Police, Winchester declared in stressing that 
angle of the automobile accident problem 
which in his opinion deserves special atten 
tion. Failure to slow down for intersections is 
one of the major violations of the motor 
vehicle laws and so far in the state-wide 
combined enforcement movement now being 
conducted by all police departments under 
the direction of the Governor’s Committee on 
Street and Highway Safety, the majority of 
the yellow tickets issued to drivers was for 
this violation. Chief Rogers statement is as 
follows: 

“Failure to slow down at intersections is a 
common cause of accidents. Chance taking 
drivers who speed by blind corners are bound 
to come to grief sooner or later, but I can also 
assure you that a great many accidents which 
occur at street intersections are caused by 
plain ignorance of the law. 

‘““A great many motorists place great store 
by the so-called ‘right of way’ law and a 
great many of them who think they know the 
law really know only half of it. Ask the 
average driver what motor vehicle has the 
right of way at an intersection and he will 
promptly say, ‘the car on the right.’ That 
answer is correct as far as it goes, but it does 
not go far enough. The statute really says, in 
effect, that the car on the right has the right 
of way, providing it enters the intersection 
first, but if the car on the left happens to be 
first into the intersection, the car on the 
right must yield. 

“That is why many drivers go wrong. If 
they happen to be on the right, they believe 
they have the right of way over everything on 
their left, regardless of relative positions 
They try to assert their rights. The ma 
the left holds to his, and the result is a co 
ion 

“1 wish that every motorist would realize 
that the ‘right of way’ law is not much 1 
except as an argument in court and 
always comes after the accident ha 
pened. The best thing to do is just 
police, the courts and our enforcen 
tickets tell you to do: Slow down at inter 
sec tions it
